The  harbor  of  Astoria  is  one  of  five  deep  water  harbors  on  the 
North  Pacific  Coast.  Its  position  is  ideal  as  to  river,  rail  and  ocean 
transportation,  located  only  ten  miles  from  the  open  sea  and  in  direct 
communication  with  the  lumber,  grain  and  fruit  belts  of  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  It  is  geographically  the  nearest  port  of  the  United  States 
to  the  Orient.  The  entrance  to  the  harbor  has  a  depth  of  42  feet  of 
water  at  mean  low  tide;  channel  about  3000  feet  in  width.  About  12 
miles'  of  anchorage,  ground  over  which  the  depth  of  water  varies  from 
24  to  70  feet  at  mean  low  tide,  and  for  eight  square  miles,  a  depth  of 
from  30  to  70  feet  at  mean  low  tide.  Water  is  fresh,  eliminating  the 
ravages  of  the  to  redo.  The  harbor  is  free  from  ice,  and  by  the  con¬ 
struction  of  adequate  jetties  north  and  south  of  the  entrance,  the 
river  is  protected  from  the  ocean’s  swell.  Mean  average  tide  S'  5”,  and 
is  not  subject  to  rise  and  fall  of  water  due  to  freshets  in  the  river,  on 
account  of  its  proximity  to  the  sea  and  large  area  covered  by  the  river 
at  its  mouth.  Directly  opposite  the  city  of  Astoria,  the  river  is  about 
seven  miles  in  width. 

Astoria  is  the  only  Pacific  Coast  port  in  direct  rail  communication 
with  the  interior  on  a  water  level  grade;  therefore,  is  a  natural  and 
economical  outlet  for  grain,  fruits  and  other  products  produced  in  the 
grain  belt  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho 
produce  annually  about  sixty  million  bushels  of  wheat.  Also  tributary 
to  Montana,  producing  about  forty-five  million  bushels  of  wheat  an¬ 
nually. 

The  total  berthing  capacity  of  the  several  wharves  available  in  the 
Astoria  Harbor  is  11714  lineal  feet  with  a  depth  of  water  ranging  from 
3o  to  <;r>  feet  at  low  tide.  All  of  tin*  wharves  are  served  by  the  Spolcane, 
Portland  &  Seattle  Railway  Company. 

Lighterage  is  an  unknown  factor  in  Astoria's  Harbor. 

The  Columbia  River  is  important  not  only  on  account  of  its  great 
industrial  and  commercial  interests,  hut  also  for  its  strategic  position 
and  consequent  importance,  from  Military  and  Naval  point  of  view  as  a 
base  of  operations  communicating  with  the  interior  by  trans-continental 
railways,  highways  and  water  communications.

ASTOItIA  is  located  on  a  peninsula  between  Yount's  Bay  and  the 
Columbia  River.  It  occupies  a  picturesque  and  commanding  position  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  is  the  principal  seaport  of  Oregon.  It  oc¬ 
cupies  a  prominent  place  in  the  country's  history,  as  the  first  settlement 
in  the  Northwest  in  1811,  and,  situated  at  the  mouth  of  one  of  tin* 
largest  and  most  important  inland  waterways,  not  only  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  but  in  America,  it  is  the  natural  junction  of  trans-continental 
and  trans-Pacific  commerce,  therefore  its  importance  is  receiving  full 
recognition. 

ASTORIA  is  Oregon's  most  advantageous  seaport  and  is  the  second 
city  financially  and  commercially  in  the  State.

SALMON  FISHERIES  have  been,  since  the  inception  of  packing  of 
salmon,  18150,  the  most  important  of  the  industries  located  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Columbia  River.  Approximately  oOOO  people  are  engaged  in 
tbe  fishing  industry.  During  the  season  of  1P17,  there  were  produced 
1)47, 805  cases  of  canned  salmon;  in  addition  to  the  large  quantities 
shipped  for  consumption  fresh,  and  that  packed  in  tierces.  The  ag"re- 
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gate  yearly  value  of  the  salmon  taken  from  the  Columbia  River  is  about 
Five  Million  Dollars. 

LUMBERING  :  Lumber  Mi  ls  contribute  largely  to  the  success  of 
the  community,  in  connection  with  logging. 

The  State  of  Oregon  contains  about  one-sixth  of  the  standing  timber 
in  the  United  States  and  one-sixtli  of  the  timber  in  Oregon  is  directly 
tributary  to  the  Lower  Columbia  River  district.  The  annual  shipments 
of  lumber  from  the  Columbia  River  aggregate  about  400,000,000  feet, 
of  this  quantity  25)8,000,000  feet  is  shipped  from  the  Astoria  district. 


SHIPBUILDING:  The  building  of  wooden  ships  has  been  promin¬ 
ent  during  the  past  two  years.  Three  modern,  well  equipped  yards  are 
located  in  Astoria,  equipped  with  twenty  launching  ways.  The  spring 
rise  of  the  Columbia  River,  due  to  freshets  in  the  interior,  does  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  bundling  of  ships:  consequently,  combined  with  t ho  proximity 
of  the  finest  standing  timber  in  the  world,  the  advantageous  location  of 
Astoria  for  the  building  of  wooden  ships  is  marked.

Ordinance  No.  1 

Section  1.  That  in  order  to  cary  out  the  aims,  objects  and  purposes 
for  which  the  Port  of  Astoria  was  created  and  organized  and  under  the 
authority  given  to  it  by  the  act  incorporating  it,  said  Port  of  Astoria 
does  hereby  create  the  office  of  Harbormaster. 

Section  2.  Said  Harbormaster  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution 
of  all  legal  orders  of  the  Port  of  Astoria  Commission  and  with  the  per¬ 
formance  of  such  duties  as  may  be  hereafter  imposed  upon  him  by  duly 
enacted  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Port  of  Astoria. 

Section  8.  Said  Harbormaster  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  given  full 
power  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  who  obstruct  or  resist  or  refuse 
to  obey  his  legal  orders  and  requirements,  and  bring  him  or  them  before 
the  proper  court  or  courts  having  jurisdiction  in  the  case  for  punishment 
and  any  person  or  persons  refusing  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Harbor¬ 
master  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  time,  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more 
than  fifty  days,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.  If  the  Harbormaster  shall  discover  any  violation  of  any 
of  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Port  of  Astoria  now  enacted  or  which 
shall  hereafter  be  enacted,  he  shall  arrest  the  offender  or  offenders,  if 
the  offense  is  committed  in  his  presence,  without  a  warrant,  or  if  such 
violation  or  offense  is  not  committed  in  his  presence,  then  upon  a  war¬ 
rant  sued  out  as  in  cases  of  violation  of  the  State  Criminal  Statutes. 

Section  5.  That  such  Harbormaster  shall,  immediately  upon  making 
an  arrest  as  in  previous  section  herein  provided  for,  notify  the  Attorney 
of  the  Port  of  Astoria  who  shall  at  once  cause  to  be  tiled  in  the  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense,  a  complaint  against  the  offender,  and 
said  attorney  shall  vigorously  prosecute  such  offender.  In  case  where 
the  Harbormaster  has  knowledge  of  violations  herein  before  referred  to, 
he  shall  notify  the  Attorney  for  said  Port,  who  shall  cause  a  complaint 
to  be  filed  against  such  offender  and  to  have  a  warrant  issued  thereupon. 

Section  6.  The  Harbormaster  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the 
Port  of  Astoria  of  his  work  during  each  month  and  shall  make  such  sug¬ 
gestions  for  the  benefit  of  the  Port  of  Astoria  as  lie  shall  deem  advisable. 


Ordinance  No.  2. 

Section  1.  That  no  vessels  shall  lie  allowed  to  anchor  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  one  hour  within  the  following  described  district  in 
the  Columbia  River  off  the  mainland  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  Ore.,  to-wit: 

On  the  West  by  a  line  drawn  due  North  from  the  foot  of  Melbourne 
Avenue  in  the  City  of  Astoria.  Oregon,  to  the  North  limits  of  the  present 
Ship’s  Channel  on  the  South  side  of  the  Columbia  River,  on  the  East  by 
a  line  drawn  from  the  mainland  due  south  of  Black  Can  Buoy  No.  •> : 
thence  North  to  Black  Can  Buoy  No.  .3;  thence  in  a  Westerly  direction 
to  Gas  Buoy  No.  2;  thence  due  North  to  the  North  limits  of  the  present 
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Ship's  Channel  on  the  South  side  of  the  Columbia  River:  on  the  North 
by  the  North  limits  of  the  main  Ship’s  Channel  on  the  South  side  of  the 
Columbia  Itiver.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Harbormaster  of  the 
Port  of  Astoria,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  grant  a  permit  to  the  master, 
captain  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  to  anchor  within  said  forbid¬ 
den  anchorage  limits  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  one  hour  by  a 
written  order  to  that  effect. 

Section  2.  The  master,  captain  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel 
is  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  observing  and  fulfilling  of  all  the 
provisions  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Ordinance  No.  If 

Section  1.  That  all  vessels  of  fifty  tons  or  over,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  prohibited  from  running  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  eight 
miles  per  hour  within  the  following  prescribed  limits  of  the  waters  of 
the  Port  of  Astoria.

thence  due  North  to  Black  Can  Buoy  No.  3:  thence  in  the  Westerly  dir¬ 
ection  to  Gas  Buoy  No.  2:  thence  due  North  to  the  North  limits  of  the 
present  Ship’s  Channel  on  the  South  side  of  the  Columbia  River;  on  the 
North  by  the  North  limits  of  the  main  Ship's  Channel  on  tin*  South  side 
of  the  Columbia  River. 

Section  2.  The  master,  captain  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  is 
hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  observing  and  fulfilling  of  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Ordinance  No.  4 

Section  1.  That  all  unnecessary  whistling  by  vessels  within  the  wat¬ 
ers  of  the  Port  of  Astoria,  be.  and  the  same  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  2.  The  master,  captain  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  is 
hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  observing  and  fulfilling  of  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Ordinance  No.  5 

Section  1.  If  any  vessel  be  sunk  or  stranded  within  the  waters  of 
the  Port  of  Astoria,  or  if  any  obstruction  be  found  to  impede  navigation 
within  said  Port,  tin'  owner  of  the  vessel  or  property  by  which  such  ob¬ 
struction  is  caused,  shall  immediately  notify  the  Harbormaster  of  the 
position  of  such  obstruction,  and  shall  exhibit  on  or  near  such  vessel  or 
obstruction,  such  tiags.  masts  or  lights,  as  the  Harbormaster  may  direct. 
Two  red  lights,  at  night,  and  two  rod  flags  by  day.  with  bells  sounded 
in  case  of  fog. 

Ordinance  No.  (i 

Section  1.  Passenger  carrying  vessels  of  100  tons  or  upwards  lying 
along  side  a  vessel  berthed  at  a  wharf.’ shall  from  sun  set  until  sun  rise, 
be  provided  with  such  lights  as  may  be  necessary  to  intelligently  denote 
its  position,  and  such  vessels  shall  be  provided  continuously  with  such 


appliances  in  the  way  of  gangways  and  man  ropes  as  may,  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  Harbormaster,  or  in  fact,  he  necessary  for  the  convenience 
and  safety  of  persons  passing  to  and  from  such  vessels  and  every  gang¬ 
way  fixed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  crew  or  passengers,  or  other 
persons  access  to  the  ship  after  dark,  shall  be  well  lighted  as  long  as 
such  gangway  is  in  communication  with  the  shore,  and  during  such 
times,  a  watch  shall  he  continuously  set  upon  said  gangway. 

Ordinance  No.  7 

Section  1.  All  stray  boats,  timber  or  other  articles  found  within 
the  waters  of  the  Port  of  Astoria  shall  lie  immediately  delivered  up  to 
the  Harbormaster  in  whose  custody  they  shall  remain  until  claimed  by 
the  piopei  owners,  who  shall  pay  all  expenses  thereon,  including  a 
charge  for  keeping  and  storage  of  same.  If  such  articles  are  not  claim¬ 
ed  within  a  reasonable  time,  they  shall  he  sold  in  flit'  manner  provided 
by  Statute  for  the  sale  of  lost  property. 

Ordinance  No.  8 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw,  place  or 
leave  any  dead  animal  or  putrifying  matter  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
Port  of  Astoria. 

Ordinance  No.  9 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  foi  any  person  to  place  or  deposit 
any  rubbish,  refuse  matters,  or  articles  of  any  offensive  character  likely 
to  create  a  nuisance  upon  any  wharf  or  dock,  within  the  limits  of  the 
Port  of  Astoria. 

Ordinance  No.  10 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation  to  dump  or  dispoint  or  throw  or  cause  to  be  dumped,  de¬ 
posited  or  thrown  into  the  waters  of  the  Port  of  Astoria,  any  sawdust, 
slabs,  gravel,  loose  earth,  rock,  stone  or  any  debris  which  may  tend  to  ob¬ 
struct  the  How  or  navigation  of  the  waters  of  the  Port  of  Astoria,  or  to 
dump  or  cause  to  be  deposited  or  dumped,  any  of  the  aforesaid  articles 
in  any  point  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Port  of  Astoria,  where 
the-  same  will  he  carried  away,  and  into  the  waters  of  said  Port. 

Violation  of  any  of  the  above  ordinances  are  subject  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  section  providing  for  punishment  to-wit : — 

"Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  vio¬ 
lating  any  section  of  these  ordinances,  or  any  part  thereof,  who 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  these  provisions  thereof  shall, 
upon  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$200.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not  less  than  five,  nor  more 
then  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment."

TOWAGE  AND  PILOTAGE  RATES 


Vessels  with  auxiliary  power  will  be  towed,  or  convoyed  between 
sea  and  anchorage  inside  Columbia  River,  if  vessel’s  power  is  used 
during  movement,  at  rate  of  $12o.(M)  for  assistance  in  each  direction.  If 
towed  without  assistance  of  vessels  power,  towage  rate  of  sail  vessels 
will  apply. 

Ear  pilotage  rates  for  steamer  of  sailing  vessels  between  sea  and 
Astoria  are  $1..>()  per  foot  draft  and  lc  per  ton  net  register  in  each 
direction. 
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ORGANIZATION : 

Tlu  Port  of  Astoria  was  organized  under  the  General  Laws  of 
Ports.  State  of  Oregon,  enacted  by  Legislative  Assembly  in  Plot).  Tt  is 
a  Municipal  Corporation  embracing  all  Clatsop  County.  Tts  authority 
is  vested  in  five  Commissioners,  who  are  elected  by  the  people  of  the 
(  ounty  at  the  General  Election,  and  serve  without  remuneration. 

The  Port  Commissioners  have  authority  to  levy  taxes  on  all  asses- 
sible  property  within  the  Port  district  in  amount  not  exceeding  5  per 
cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  property  for  State  and  County 
purposes:  and  additional  authority  to  issue  bonds  not  exceeding  10  per 
emit  of  the  assessed  valuation,  for  State  and  County  purposes  for  im¬ 
provements.  and  in  the  interests  of  Shipping,  Terminal  and  Industrial 
developments:  The  taxing  powers  however  are  not  limited  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  liquidating  interest  due  on  bonded  indebtedness  or  for  retiring 
matured  bonded  indebtedness. 

WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  . 

The  first  action  of  the  Commissioners  was  an  examination  of  the 
harbor  within  its  district:  careful  study  as  to  terminal  site  most  suit¬ 
able  for  improvement,  and  a  comprehensive  plan  for  its  development 
was  outlined.  In  the  Spring  of  15)13  a  small  tract  of  water  front  pro¬ 
perty  was  purchased  comprising  5(1  acres  near  Smith’s  Point  on  the 
main  channel  of  the  Columbia  River,  and  a  final  scheme  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  was  approved  and  actual  work  was  begun  on  the  construction 
of  terminals. 

PIER  ONE: 

There  has  been  erected  Pier  One,  (120  feet  frontage,  and  13(13  feet 
long,  with  a  total  area  of  800,000  square  foot,  entirely  hulkheaded  and 
filled  and  carrying  a  mill  constructed — Freight  Shed.  Bulk  Grain 
Storage  Plant,  and  all  necessary  railroad  trackage.  A  Flouring  Mill 
of  40(H)  barrel  capacity  is  under  construction:  additional  freight  sheds 
on  this  pier  increased  by  05,000  quare  feet,  the  covered  storage  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  800.000  quare  feet  named  above. 

PIER  TWO : 

Width  420  feet.  1445  feet  long,  on  which  is  located  coal  hunkers 
handling  by  system  of  gravity  discharge  and  apron  conveyors.  Rail¬ 
road  tracks  on  both  sides  of  the  pier  and  a  full  complement  of  loco¬ 
motive  cranes  render  it  possible  to  handle  lumber  and  coal  to  and  from 
cars,  barges  and  vessels,  and  all  classes  of  heavy  package  freight,  ex¬ 
peditiously  and  at  a  minimum  cost. 

PIER  THREE: 

Now  under  construction,  will  hi*  430  feet,  wide  and  2000  feet  long. 

This  pier  is  designed  especially  for  offshore  business  and  will  carry  two 
sheds.  100  feet  wide  by  1500  feet  long.  The  water  depth  at  berthing 
spaces  is  being  dredged  to  35  feet  below  low  tide. 

Depressed  Railroad  tracks  servo  the  shed  on  the  inshore  side  for 
rail  shipments:  the  import  side  will  he  equipped  with  two  live-ton 
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Canned  Salmon  on  Storage,  Tier  1  Shed. 

straight  line  cranes  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  cargo.  Electrically 
operated  tractors  and  trailers  will  expedite  the  moving  of  freight  from 
ships  tackle  to  point  of  rest  in  the  shed. 

Abundant  Railroad  car  storage  is  being  provided  to  accumulate 
shipments  for  export  on  through  hills  of  lading  to  avoid  possible  con¬ 
gestion  at  the  terminals. 

By  reference  to  the  plans  and  Cross  Sections  reproduced  heroin  a 
general  idea  of  the  arrangement  may  be  readily  understood. 


HANDLING  : 

The  freightslied  on  pier  one  is  equipped  with  mechanical  ramps  for 
loading  and  unloading  commodities  from  barges  or  boats,  eliminating 
the  necessity  of  rigging  steam  boat  hoist  and  snatch  block. 

Eight  Portable  Conveyors  are  used  for  the  handling  of  grain,  flour 
and  other  commodities  to  and  from  cars,  as  well  as  to  ships  hold.  Each 
Conveyor  will  handle  a  maximum  of  1<><>  tons  per  hour:  provided  suf¬ 
ficient  labor  can  be  worked  in  t ho  hold  of  the  ship  to  handle  the 
capacity  of  the  conveyors. 

Necessary  chutes  and  sliding  boards  are  provided  to  load  sacked 
freight  in  the  hold  of  the  vessels. 

Canned  goods  may  Ik*  conveyed  from  ship  to  resting  place  on  the 
dock  at  the  rate  of  1000  cases  per  hour,  traveling  420  feet  per  minute 
expediting  the  movement  of  freight.  Sufficient  equipment  is  main¬ 
tained  to  load  four  hatches  at  the  same  time.  Mechanical  Piters, 
Trucks,  Catchalls.  Slings,  etc.,  are  part  of  the  equipment. 
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RAILROAD  TRACKAGE : 


On  pier  one  a  three-rail  track  is  provided  along  the  front  of  the 
dock,  the  center  rail  to  lie  used  in  common  with  two  side  rails.  Tins 
permits  cars  being  placed  close  to  the  water  edge  for  freight  handled 


directly  to  l'ort  hatches  or  barges  by  chute. 

By  the  use  of  the  center  rail  and  the  inside  rail,  sufficient  room  is 
provided  to  permit  the  use  of  the  sling  for  handling  cargoes  from  cars 


to  hatches. 

Depressed  herringbone  tracks  serve  the  shore  side  of  the  shed  and 
are  of  special  design,  which  arrangement  permits  the  loading  and  un¬ 
loading  of  three  cars  from  any  one  door  in  the  warehouse,  and  the  plan 
saves  the  time  of  switching  out  loads  without  delay  or  inconvenience  to 
men  loading  out  through  other  sections  of  the  shed.  These  tracks  are 
covered  by  shed  roof  and  well  lighted.  Four  tracks  serve  the  Bulk 
Grain  Plant.  The  tracks  on  this  pier  will  accommodate  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  10<)  ears. 

On  pier  two,  live  lines  of  railroad  track  extend  the  entire  length  of 
the  pier,  with  a  storage  capacity  of  about  100  cars.  All  railroad  tracks 
are  the  property  of  the  Port  and  connect  with  the  main  line  of  the 
Spokane,  Portland  and  Seattle  Railway. 


PRAXES : 

On  piers  one  and  two,  three  locomotive  cranes  of  50,  40  and  50  tons 
capacity  respectively  are  operated,  and  on  pier  two  is  an  additional 
electric  derrick  with  a  twenty-ton  lift  capacity. 

Two  straight  line  cranes  on  the  roof  of  the  shed  on  pier  three  with 
a  live-ton  lifting  capacity,  will  handle  cargo  from  ships  hold  to  the  inter¬ 
ior  of  shed.  These  cranes  will  be  electrically  operated  and  of  high 
speed  type. 

For  rapid  disposition  of  freight  on  pier  5, electric  Tractors  and 
Platform  Truck  Trailers  will  he  used  from  ships  tackle  to  shed  piles  for 
the  distribution  of  cargo  in  accordance  with  its  special  markings. 

Connections  for  fresh  water  supply  to  vessels  have  been  installed 
at  frequent  intervals  along  all  berthing  space. 

A  gridiron  is  constructed  between  piers  one  and  two  for  transferring 
ears  or  rolling  stock  from  railroad  tracks  to  barges  or  visa  versa. 

Landing  floats  for  small  boats  have  been  constructed  at  the  South 
end  of  slip  one:  these  floats  have  adjustable  gangways  and  are  located 
conveniently  for  delivering  from  wagons  to  small  boats. 


BILK  GRAIN  ELEVATOR: 


The  cut  shown  herein  illustrates  the  new  1.200,000  bushel  Bulk 
Grain  plant  in  operation  at  the  terminals.  The  structure  is  entirely  of 
reinforced  concrete  and  has  been  tilled  to  capacity,  continuously  since 
its  completion  in  1018. 

The  two  storage  units  are  made  up  of  sixty  four  tanks.  The  main 
tanks  are  22’  X"  in  diameter  and  78'  0"  deep  which  together  with  the 
interspacers  comprise  the  storage  space. 
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Loading  Flour  for  shipment  to  Europe  to  a  8,811(1  tons  steel  vessel.  The  illustration  shows  three  portable  conveyors  working. 
Pier  one  equipment  includes  8  portable  conveyors  of  this  type;  each  conveyor  will  handle  lOOt  tons  of  grain  or  flour  per  hour.

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The  workhouse  is  divided  into  twenty-four  receiving  bins  and  is 
equipped  to  receive  grain  from  both  sides  of  the  house.  Two  receiving 
elevators  receive  hulk  grain  from  cars  at  the  rate  of  12.000  bushels  per 
hour. 

Receiving  and  shipping  scales  are  located  in  the  head  of  the  work- 
house  and  have  a  draught  capacity  of  120,000  pounds  each.  All  cleaning, 
washing  and  scouring  machines  are  on  the  ground  floor.  The  machinery 
is  driven  by  electric  motors,  connected  separately  to  each  machinery 
unit. 

FLOURING  MILL: 

A  4000  barrel  Flour  Mill  is  under  construction  adjacent  to  the 
elevator  and  Freight  Sheds.  The  building  is  live  story,  reinforced  con¬ 
crete  and  equipped  with  the  most  modern  type  of  flour  milling  mach¬ 
inery.

COAL  FACILITIES  : 


On  Pier  Two  a  coal  bunker  is  located  which  has  a  bunker  capacity 
of  3000  tons  and  a  maximum  of  175  tons  handling  capacity  per  hour  to 
ship’s  bunkers,  which  is  handled  over  gravity  discharge  and  apron 
conveyors  to  telescoping  chutes  direct  to  ship's  hunkers.  The  machinery 
is  electrically  driven,  and  the  building  and  contents  are  well  protected 
against  lire  hazard. 

Open  storage  space  is  also  available  adjacent  to  bunkers  for 
20,000  tons  of  coal,  handling  of  which  is  accomplished  by  locomotive 
cranes,  which  are  in  continuous  operation. 


Railroad  tracks  are  so  constructed  on  both  sides  of  the  bunkers 
and  storage  piles,  that  unloading  and  loading  of  cars  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  economically  and  without  delay. 
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Sixty  foot  Dredge  Tender  “Natoma”. 


The  Port  of  Astoria  owns  and  operates  the  20-inch  steel  Suction 
Dredge  •‘Natoma”  for  the  purpose  of  providing  new  channels  to  in¬ 
dustries  located  inshore  from  the  established  pier  head  lines. 

The  acquisition  of  such  equipment  allows  the  commissioners  to 
grant  specific  aid  to  those  who  contemplate  industrial  undertakings 
within  the  Port  district. 

The  dredge  has  completed  the  till  around  Smith's  Point  for  the 
licit  Line  Railroad  and  at  present  is  dredging  the  Skipanon  River  at 
Warrenton  affording  a  ships  channel  and  assisting  in  the  creation  of  a 
large  additional  tract  of  acreage  and  waterfront  disirahle  for  the 
location  of  industries. 

In  connection  with  this  dredge  the  tender  "NATOMA”  is  operated 
and  equipped  with  a  110-horsepower  4-cylinder  (fas  engine.  Its  length 
is  04  feet  10”  overall,  beam  l'>  feet  X"  and  draft  5  feet  aft  and 

carries  a  0000  pound  hoist.  This  tender  is  used  exclusively  for  Port 
work  in  connection  with  the  dredge. 
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KELT  LINE  RAILROAD: 

Early  in  April  1918  the  Commission  authorized  building  a  belt  line 
railroad  extending  from  Municipal  piers  one  and  two  around  Smith’s 
l'oint. 

1  he  building  of  this  belt  line  has  opened  an  extensive  territory 
adapted  for  industrial  sites. 

Growth  and  progress  of  Astoria  depends  primarily  upon  the  establ¬ 
ishment  and  encouragement  of  local  industries,  employing  labor,  and 
piodueing  manufactured  products  for  foreign  and  domestic  demand. 

The  Port  of  Astoria  Commission  lias  consistently  supported  and  ad¬ 
vanced  this  policy,  and  endeavored  to  envelop  the  extensive  areas  of 
waterfront  property,  suitable  for  industrial  enterprises. 

DRY  DOCK: 

Realizing  the  urgent  need  of  a  modern  and  adequate  Dry  Dock  and 
Ship  Repair  Plant  as  a  necessary  adjunct  to  its  Port  equipment,  the 
commission  instructed  their  Engineer  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  docking  equipment  in  use  in  various  sections,  and  the  building  of 
a  thoroughly  modern  Floating  Dry  Dock  has  been  authorized,  capable 
of  lifting  15,000  tons. 

The  Port  of  Astoria  frontage  is  ideal  for  a  floating  dock,  located 
as  it  is  only  ten  miles  from  the  open  sea,  the  first  Terminal  on  entering 
the  Columbia  River  and  the  only  deep  water  Harbor  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  between  San  Francisco  and  l’udget  Sound. 

The  Columbia  River  bar  having  been  eliminated  by  the  building  of 
North  and  South  jetties  and  the  operation  of  a  Hopper  Dredge,  the 
entrance  to  the  river  has  been  deepened  to  a  depth  of  forty-two  feet 
at  low  tide  for  a  width  of  some  3,000  feet  rendering  the  entrance  to 
the  river  particularly  inviting  to  vessels  of  all  classes. 

A  location  for  the  Dry  Dock  has  been  selected  fronting  on  the 
main  channel  of  the  river  near  the  junction  with  Youngs  Ray,  and  be¬ 
tween  projecting  tilled  piers  protecting  the  Dock  from  tide  currents  or 
the  influence  of  wind  in  docking.  Secure  and  abundant  berthing  space 
is  available  adjacent  to  and  alongside  the  Dock  basin.  Three  loco¬ 
motive  Cranes  are  in  use  on  the  pier  and  are  available  for  the  handling 
of  equipment  and  repairs. 

The  object  of  the  Port  owned  Dock  is  to  provide  every  necessary 
requirement  demanded  by  flu*  Ship  Owner  and  Operator  and  the  Port 
Commissioners  propose  that  the  charges  for  dry  docking  shall  he  on  a 
parity  at  least  for  similar  service  at  other  ports. 

Repairs  may  be  contracted  for  with  the  Marine  Iron  Works  located 
o;i  the  Pier  2,  or  Operators  or  Owners  may  have  repairs  handled  by 
other  marine  repair  shops  in  the  vicinity  without  prejudice  to  the  Port 
of  Astoria. 

Reference  to  the  plan  of  the  terminals  shown  herein,  location  men¬ 
tioned  above,  will  be  noticed  at  the  shore  end  of  slip  number  two 
illustrating  the  sheltered  spot  that  has  been  selected  and  at  the  same 
time  readily  accessible  to  railroad  trackage  and  shops. 
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INSURANCE 


A  very  low  rate  of  insurance  is  in  effect  due  to  the  freight  shed 
and  mill  elevator  being  equipped  with  automatic  fire  sprinklers,  stand 
pipes  and  hydrants  which  reduce  the  fire  hazard  to  a  practical  minimum.

GENERAL  REMARKS 


It  has  been  found  advisable  to  change  the  system  of  Bookkeeping 
somewhat  to  conform  to  present  conditions,  and  while  the  revised 
system  could  be  improved  upon,  it  is  perhaps  expedient  to  continue  along 
the  lines  outlined  for  the  present.  When  the  units  now  under  construc¬ 
tion  assume  a  more  stable  nature,  it  will  be  practical  to  consolidate  a 
number  of  the  present  accounts  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  accounts  de¬ 
voted  to  Revenue  and  Operation. 

The  manner  of  recording  articles  left  for  storage  is  satisfactory, 
ami  if  properly  carried  out,  will  meet  your  requirements.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  Grain  Department. 

The  present  system  of  paying  employees  in  cash  is  cumbersome 
and  should  be  discontinued.  A  pay-check  system  is  now  being  installed, 
which  I  believe  will  prove  more  satisfactory. 

Considerable  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  through  delay  in 
liquidating  Expense  Bills  for  Freight  on  incoming  grain,  it  being  neces¬ 
sity  to  await  the  approval  of  the  Auditing  Committee  before  funds  can  be 
obtained. 

The  railroad  companies  technically  require  payment  of  freight  be¬ 
fore  delivery,  and  it  might  be  advisable  that  provision  be  made  whereby 
your  manager  would  have  control  of  funds  sufficient  to  meet  these 
freight  charges.  As  a  means  of  overcoming  this  situation,  it  is  suggested 
that  a  fund  be  created  sufficient  to  cover  these  items,  entrusted  to  your 
manager  and  charged  to  him  as  a  trust  fund,  from  which  he  could  pay 
such  charges  promptly  and  be  reimbursed  in  the  usual  course  upon  pres¬ 
entation  of  receipted  freight  hills,  maintaining  at  all  times  the  amount 
of  the  original  fund.  As  this  fund  would  of  necessity  be  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $20,000.00,  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  that  same  be  protected 
by  a  Bond  in  some  reliable  company. 

It  is  noted  that  warrants  are  not  numbered  numerically.  This 
should  be  done  when  same  are  printed,  and  in  the  event  of  a  warrant 
being  cancelled  for  any  reason,  same  should  be  filed  consecutively  with 
the  others  for  auditing  purposes.
